Liquor Is Seized 


Enough water “to flout a battleship,” as one council­ 
man expressed it, was wasted by a leak in the line from 
Hanover street to the sewage disposal plant during the last 
three months in 1928, council was informed at its regulat 
January meeting, Thursday evening, when a bill for water 
“used” at the sewage treatment works was presented. 
The bill, $661.71, translated in terms of gallons of 
water, showed that 4,700,000 gallons had passed through 
the meter which measures the water used at the sewage 
disposal plant. 
For the two preceding quarters in 1928, the bills for 
water usimI at the sewage disposal plant were between $100 
and $150, and previously, had been as low as $40, Ross 
Myers, borough secretary saki.
